‘Temptation’ classified as morally objectionable

WASHINGTON — Martin Scorsese’s 
The Last Temptation of Christ has been 
termed a ‘‘deeply flawed portrayal’’ of 


Christ and classified ‘‘O’’ — morally 
offensive — by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Department of 
Communication. 


The communication department gave 
the film its lowest rating after USCC 
reviewer Henry Herx panned it both for 
its portrayal of Jesus and its artistic 
treatment. 

“Essentially what is. missing is a 
meaningful spiritual dimension,’’ said 
Herx, who saw the film Aug. 8, four days 
before it was to be released nationwide. 

He criticized Scorsese’s ‘‘motif of 
blood-letting’’ throughout the movie. 

““This wrong-headed insistence on gore 
and brutality is compounded by the 
movie’s preoccupation with sexual rather 


than spiritual love,’’ said Herx. ‘‘A scene 
in which Jesus waits to talk with Mary 
Magdalene while she services a tentful of 
patrons is as ludricrous as it is sexually 
explicit,’’ he said. 

Herx said Scorsese’s effort to convey 
Nikos Kazantzakis’ novel by the same 
name was a ‘‘failure’’ but said its faults 
“‘are mainly those of artistic inadequacy 
rather than of anti-religious bias.”’ 

Nevertheless, he said, ‘‘Scorsese has 
done a poor job in evoking a credible 
image of the human side of Christ.’’ 

Scorsese’s movie, which tried to 
present Christ as tempted by Satan to 
give up his role as Messiah for the life of 
an ordinary man, was also panned by 
Bishop Anthony G. Bosco of Greensburg, 
Pa., chairman of the U.S. bishops’ 
Communication Committee, and Bishop 
Leo T. Maher of San Diego. 

In a message issued through the San 
Diego diocesan office, Aug. 9, while he 
was vacationing, Bishop Maher said, 
based on accounts of those USCC officials 


who have seen it, the film is theologically 
flawed, having been based on a novel 
instead of Scripture. 


The Scriptures show Jesus as fully 
divine and fully human, he said. The 
fullness of Jesus’ humanity gave him 
extraordinary characteristics, which 
apparently are not presented properly in 
the film, he added. 


Bishop Maher said he was expecting 
the USCC Communication Office to rate 
the film ‘‘morally offensive.’’ 

Bishop Maher agreed with Bishop 
Bosco that the movie’s ‘‘O”’ rating meant 
“it is unworthy of patronage by any age 
group.” : 

Bishop Bosco in an Aug. 8 memo to 
bishops as head of their Communication 
Committee, said the ‘‘O”’ rating is given 
“to films which contain material that is 
clearly contrary to the teaching of the 
church.”’ 


“‘This film is sufficiently offensive that 
most Christians will be outraged by it.

Nothing can be gained from viewing it.”’ 
But he warned bishops that ‘‘overt 

protests’’ will ‘‘probably merely 

encourage the curious to see it.”’ 

He criticized the film for not presenting 
a loving Christ, but rather ‘‘an angry 
Christ, a bumbling Christ, a Christ more 
of this world than the next.”’ 

He called for restraint in protests so as 
to ‘‘deal with the film without 
contributing to the controversy.”’ 

“‘T would hope that as we seek to lead 
our people, we can imitate not the angry 
and sometimes intemperate Christ of the 
film but the loving Christ whom we wish 
to give to our people,’’ he said. 

Bishop Bosco said he was particularly’ 
concerned about the ‘‘ugly note of anti- 
Semitism’’ which he said has entered the 
Some protesters had 
threatened that the release of the movie 
would unleash a storm of anti-Semitism 
and had emphasized that Universal’s 
decision-making body was controlled by 
non-Christians.

Bishop Fisher shares experiences during talk on racial justice

ALCALA PARK — When Auxiliary 
Bishop Carl Fisher, SSJ, of Los Angeles 
delivered a talk on racial justice at the 
University of San Diego July 27, he 
spiced his presentation with many 
personal experiences. 

The first black bishop in the Western 
United States, Bishop Fisher recalls being 
raised in the ‘‘separate society’’ that 
existed in Pascagula, Miss. 

Blacks were considered an ‘‘inferior 
group,’’ Bishop Fisher told Southern Cross. 

Separate facilities existed for blacks and 
whites. There was a restroom for white 
men, one for white women and one for 
black people, he explained. 

One of 12 black bishops in the United 
States, Bishop Fisher defines racism as 
‘‘an improper attitude toward people.”’ 

**Racism is a sin and we are all hurt by 
its existence,’’ he said, noting that Pope 
John Paul II decried racism when the 
pontiff addressed black Catholics in New 
Orleans last September. ‘‘The pope 
called for greater inclusion of blacks in the 
church,’’ Bishop Fisher said. 

Because ‘‘the church is made up of 
human beings, it reflects elements of 
racism. ... The church needs to be the 
preacher and the leader in affirmative 
action,’’ he said. 

Bishop Fisher tells those attending his 
lectures on racial justice to reflect on what 
all people share in common. ‘‘We all have 
a right to earn a livelihood and be 
happy,’’ he said. 

“‘T have friends of all colors. We can see 
in each other what we share in common,’’ 
he said. 

‘*Racism is so subtle today,’’ he noted, 
citing insurance companies using ‘‘red- 
lining’? to charge higher premiums to 
people living in minority-populated 
areas. 

However, racism is often still overt, he 
said. 

He recounted an experience he had 
during the summer of 1985 while he was 
pastor of St. Francis Xavier Church in 
Baltimore, the oldest black Catholic 
church in the United States. 

Via the telephone, he had arranged 
rental of the Worthington Valley Country 
Club for a parish picnic. 

However, when the club manager 
discovered the group was black, he 
cancelled the rental agreement. ‘‘He 
accused me of disguising my voice to be 
white,’’ Bishop Fisher said. 

When he informed his parishioners of 
the manager’s actions, they decided to file 
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preacher and the leader in affirmative action.’ 


a lawsuit against the facility. 

““This was the first time a church group 
had filed a suit based on the anti- 
discrimination laws,’’ he explained, 
noting that the case received national 
attention. 

One year later, before the case came to 
trial, the club decided to settle out of 
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court, Bishop Fisher said. The facility 
agreed to allow the parish to have its 
picnic, and even catered the event. 

The club also added an anti- 
discrimination clause to its charter, 
Bishop Fisher said. 

““Racism also exists in attitudes,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Minorities operate under terrible 


odds,’’ despite laws such as the Voting 
Rights Acts of 1964 and the Fair Housing 
laws of 1965. 

While he believes minority youth need 
to be challenged and should not be freely 
given everything, he knocked persons 
who charge reverse discrimination. 

‘‘Persons who have been victims of 
discrimination need some special 
assistance in order to overcome the 
debilitating effects of that 
discrimination,’ Bishop Fisher said. 

“You don’t discriminate against 
people for 30 years and all of a sudden say 
‘I’m ending my discrimination’ and now 
say these are the standards for admission 
and they apply to everyone,”’ he said. 

Such a practice puts the ‘‘minority that 
has been discriminated against at an 
unfair disadvantage and that kind of 
policy ... is a sign of racism,’’ Bishop 
Fisher said. 

He noted that the existence of slavery 
in the United States continues to 
influence the nation. 

“In North America, the experience of 
slavery was unlike any other in the history 
of the world,”’’ he said. Blacks were unlike 
other immigrants to this country because 
they were transported here in slave ships 
and stripped of their langugage and 
culture, he explained. 

“Only in North America was the 
humanity of the slave denied,’’ Bishop 
Fisher said. Although the founding 
fathers were ‘‘God-fearing people, they 
denied the humanity of blacks to justify 
slavery.”’ 

Bishop Fisher noted that U.S. history 
often neglects to highlight the 
contributions of black Americans. 
‘““That’s why we need a Black History 
Month,”’ to tell people about the 
contributions of people like Garrit 
Morgan who invented the traffic light. 

The bishop said he has given 
presentations on racial justice to 
numerous groups, including to employees 
of Chevron and Litton Industries. 
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and not to the other.

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Demos ignored Catholic vote 


Asaconfirmed political junkie, I watched the Democratic 
convention from gavel to gavel, and Ican hardly wait for the 
Republican one, Aug. 13-18, in New Orleans. 

Today’s conventions do not have the suspense and tense 
anticipation that they had adecade or two ago. For instance, 
it was real touch and go when John F. Kennedy won the 
nomination. It was not at all a sure thing. 

However, there were some excellent high spots in this 
convention such as the outstanding performance of Anne 
Richards of Texas. It’s a great gift to be able to handle 
humor so effortlessly and so effectively. Her talk will be 
quoted over and over again from ‘‘that hound won’t hunt”’ 
to George Bush, the man born with “‘a silver foot in his 
mouth.”’ 

Don’t be surprised to see her elected the next governor of 
Texas. Too bad she doesn’t live in California. 

Sen. Ted Kennedy gave a memorable, if abbreviated 
speech, but the real excitement there was hisintroduction by 
John Kennedy Jr. and the obvious affection they have for 
each other. 

The lowest spots in the convention had to be the 
incredibly ineffectual and ill-timed speech by Gov. Bill 
Clinton of Arkansas and the constant breaks for five 
commercials at a time. What abysmal programming. 

The Jessie Jackson phenomenon had to be witnessed to be 
believed, starting with his lovely wife and children. When 
the votes were actually cast, it was impressive to realize that 
in almost every state in the union, he hada large number of 
delegates. 

At first, [thought all the Jessie-hoopla was simply an ego- 
stroking trip to ensure Jackson’s loyalty and the black vote. 
But when youlistened to him and sawhis strength, youcame 
to realize that he really does represent a large section of the 
party. 

This demonstrates a truth we mentioned in this column 
months ago. The Democrats are not really a party, not 
anything like the GOP. The Democrats are a coalition of 
loyalties that are put together before the election, not like the 
parliamentary coalition that is put together by already 


elected officials. 

In the light of that fact, one of the most amazing 
developments was the resolute disregard of the Catholic 
vote.

However, there are many other issues that have special 
appeal to Catholic voters, so the flagrant disregard of these 
issues was a grave mistake. Many of these issues have been 
addressed by the U.S. bishops in their recent pastoral 
letters. 

There’s along, hard road ahead for both candidates when 
the campaign begins in earnest. We political junkies are 
getting anxious for the fray. And we haven’t even 
mentioned the huge number of propositions that will appear 
here in California. That’s another column!

Did Dukakis forget platform? 


It was ironic if not completely disorienting to be 
introduced to the unborn grandchild of Michael and Kitty 
Dukakis at the Democratic National Convention. It 
happened toward the end of his acceptance speech 
Thursday night, July 21, 

The candidate was going into his close, summing up 
‘my dreams for America.’’ He spoke of ‘‘what stirred me 
most on Tuesday ... those Jackson children talking about 
their hopes for the future of their country,’’ and he told of 
being as affected Monday by Keynoter Ann Richards’ 
pride in her granddaughter. 

So the theme was family, and the pull was obviously for 
feelings. But as it became clear what we were supposed to 
be moved to celebrate with the Dukakis family personally, 
it got crazy-making. 

Daughter-in-law Lisa, the nominee announced, is three 
months pregnant. ‘‘God willing,’’ he said, the family’s 
first grandchild will arrive by Inauguration Day and grow 
up as fine as the Jackson children. ‘‘Yes, my friends, it’s a 
time for wonderful new beginnings. A little baby. A new 
administration. A new era of greatness for America.”’ 

What was he talking about? What baby?. Is he a good 
Democrat or not? The issue is this: ‘‘God willing’’ won’t 
have anything to do with a little baby for the Dukakis 
family if Lisa exercises the ‘‘fundamental right’’ the 
Democratic platform urges the nation to continue to 
endorse. 


It’s the right to think of her in-laws’ first grandchild as 
fetal tissue. If Lisa’s right to abort the child is exercised, 
nobody is to grieve: not husband John, not Michael and 
Kitty, and certainly not the millions prematurely invited 
to celebrate the blessed event. 

The story of a woman from Orange County illustrates 
the problem such political showmanship creates for 
sincere voters. It starts when the party platform says one 


thing and the party candidate another; it gets worse when 
— pursuing voters in opposed camps — both the platform 
and the candidate purport to be honest; it becomes 
demagogic when the issues are exceedingly personal, as 
are today’s disputes about the meaning of pregnancy, 
birth and family life. 

The woman of my story is 23 times a grandmother and 
many times a great-grandmother. Her family threw a 
party for her the Sunday after the Democratic 
convention. She was 82 that day. 

As the birthday celebration was winding down, she 
called her sons and their wives aside and told them that 
for the first time in her life she might vote Democratic. 

She said she’d been impressed with the new 
grandparent heading the democratic ticket. When Gov. 
Dukakis took the occasion of his acceptance speech to tell 
the world of ‘‘our first grandchild,’ he took her heart as 
well. 

Loving her children and their progeny — loving the 
very idea of children — the Orange County woman had 
loved the last night of the Democratic convention. But she 
wanted to talk to her ‘‘kids’’ about it. She is a little 
nervous about the radical change if she votes Democratic. 
She and her late husband always supported Republican 
causes and candidates. 


Her oldest son spoke first. He is six times a grandfather — 


himself. He had changed parties in the other direction. ‘‘I 
don’t think pregnancy means to the Democrats what it 
once did. I think you’ll want to read the platform before

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Bishop: In ministry ‘no one works alone’

New media coordinator 
urges more use of film

The media center is available to all 
parish groups and diocesan schools as well 
as other non-Catholic organizations who 
are required to pay a membership fee, 
said Koehmstedt. 

Although many parish religious 
education programs utilize media center 
resources, especially for sacramental 
preparations, ‘‘there could be a lot more 
people making use of it,’ she said. 

The media center offers 16mm _ film, 
slides, 35mm _ filmstrips, and half-inch 
videocassettes on a variety of topics, 
including Bible study, explained 
Koehmstedt. 

“‘T would like to see more people using 
the media center. I think only about half 
the parishes know we exist,’’ she said. 

Anne Tisi, who is the new media 
librarian, agreed with Koehmstedt, 
saying, ‘‘This is a media generation. 
Many values are formed through the 
media. If we don’t make use of media, 
then we are missing a tool to teach 


Christian values.”’ 
Tisi will assist Koehmstedt by 


answering phones, filling requests for 
media films, billing and doing general 
public relations work. 

‘I’m previewing a lot of films myself 
and it definitely has an impact on me.

ALCALA PARK — After much 
reflection, Sister Timothea Kingston, 
CSC, decided it was time to leave her job 
as principal of Stella Maris Academy, La 
Jolla, and serve in another area of 
Catholic education. 

Sister Kingston joined the diocesan 
Schools Office as director of personnel 
Aug. 1. 

In her new post, she will be responsible 
for teacher and principal recruitment, 
which includes interviewing and 
screening applicants, and the ongoing 
professional and spiritual development of 
principals and teachers. 

‘‘With my previous experience, I felt it 
would be a challenging opportunity for 
me,’’ said Sister Kingston. 

Sister Kingston was director of 
education for the Sisters of the Holy Cross 
in California, Utah, Idaho, Arizona and 
Nevada. She also served on the Board of 
Educators for the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles and was a member of the 
Western Catholic Education Association. 

Although leaving her post at Stella 
Maris Academy meant the absence of 
day-to-day contact with children and 
parents, Sister Kingston said it would 
have been more difficult to leave the 
Catholic education ministry. 

Sister Kingston’s interest in her new 
job is rooted in the idea that education is 
no longer just reading, writing and 
arithmetic. 

“Tt is much broader than that. We 
have a responsibility to guide persons to 
understand themselves and their ways of 
being in the world. Catholic education 
means preparing our students to be 
confident Christian witnesses and 
citizens,’ said Sister Kingston. 

She plans to provide leadership, 
support and assistance to pastors, 
principals and teachers ‘‘as they carry out 
the ministry of Catholic education.’’

concerns is that educators be given the 
opportunity to update themselves in 
‘“sound Catholic theology.”’ 

‘‘My responsibility is to collaborate 
with all levels of educational ministry in 
the Diocese of San Diego, by way of 
speakers, workshops or classes at the 
University of San Diego,’’ she said. 

Also on her list of priorities is to 
maintain good relations with the public 
and non-Catholic private school sector. 

Sister Kingston expressed respect not 
only for those who work in public 
education and other private sectors, but 
for those who have served the San Diego 
diocese in the Office of Education. 

“I’m simply building on 
foundation already laid,’’ she said. 

Sister Kingston replaces Sister Rose 
Schmidt, SFCC, who worked as director 
of personnel since 1975. Sister Schmidt is 
now director of catechetical ministry at 
Church of the Nativity in Rancho Santa 
Fe, and is an educational consultant for 
SENSA, a study skills program for 
schools.

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RCIA brings renewed 
sense of sacraments

During the introductory session of the 
institute, Father Kemp said the RCIA 
calls the entire parish to conversion, not 
only the catechumens (unbaptized) and 
candidates (baptized non-Catholics). 
“With the RCIA it’s clear we’re all 
walking together, staying in touch with 
Jesus and the Gospel,’’ he said. 

Father Kemp told the Southern Cross the 
institute was designed to train parish staff 
to implement the RCIA in their churches. 

During small-group discussions and the 
liturgy, participants experience the same 
methods used to initiate catechumens into 
the church: sharing stories of God’s 
action in their lives, their relationship 
with God, their sense of personal and 
societal sin and freedom from sin through 
forgiveness, and a renewed sense of 
sacrament and the Word of God, Father 
Kemp explained. : 

The RCIA should involve the entire 
parish, he continued. Team members 
include a director to coordinate the 
program, clergy to celebrate the rites and 
catechists to prepare the candidates for 
their entrance into the church. Each 
catechumen has a sponsor, ‘“‘a prayer 
companion who introduces the church to 
the candidates,’’ he said. 

Father Kemp said the RCIA rites 


during Masses remind the assembly that 
conversion is an ongoing process. In 
preparing for the sacraments, 
‘“‘catechumens bring a renewed sense ... 
of what the Eucharist is about’’ and point 
out the meaning of Pentecost, that 
Catholics are a ‘‘people being sent’’ on a 
mission, as were the disciples. 

Although the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults has no definite time 
line, two years are recommended for its 
full implementation, Father Kemp said. 
He outlined four periods of the 
conversion process: 

e Evangelization and pre; 
catechumenate: candidates share their 
personal stories and are introduced into 
parish life. 

¢ Catechumenate and catechetical 
formation: conversion within the parish 
community. 

e Purification during Lent and 
preparation for the Easter sacraments. 

© Celebration of faith and focus on 
ministries and mission. 

During the second period, which can 
take a year, the readings at Mass become 
the chief source of catechesis, Father said. 
These readings ‘‘raise basic issues of 
doctrine, morality, prayer and mission.”’ 

Catechumens should be dismissed from 
the Mass after the readings and homily to 
share in groups ‘‘what the Word of God is

Sometimes the RCIA process becomes 
‘conversion therapy’’ for the candidate, 
Father Kemp said. 

He told of a young, shy, unwed mother 
who wanted to become a Catholic. As 
“she began to unburden herself of the 
pain’’ during the RCIA process, her 
introversion and fear gave way to being 
comfortable with others. After her 
reception into the church, the woman 
began to minister to homeless mothers in 
Washington. 

Father Kemp listed the most important 
elements of an effective RCIA program: 
‘‘visibility of catechumens in the presence 
of the community, a welcoming parish 
with a sense of mission’’ and meaningful 
worship celebrations.

he said. The program can help parish 
staffs ‘‘coordinate all aspects of 
ministry.” 

The Second Vatican Council restored 
the rite for catechumens, which had been 
used in the early church until the fifth 
century, Father Kemp said. 

The first English translation of the 
program was written in 1974. 
Adaptations made by U.S. bishops were 
approved by the Vatican this year, he 
added. 

Although about half the parishes in the 
San Diego diocese already use the RCIA 
program, Bishop Leo T. Maher is 
following the decision of the U.S. bishops 
to have it implemented in all parishes this 
year, said Isabel Dion, diocesan 
consultant for sacramental catechesis.

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Cardinal dies 
of cancer at 80 


DETROIT — Cardinal John F. Dearden, a leader at the 
Second Vatican Council who helped usher Detroit’s faithful 
and Catholics worldwide into the modern world, was 
remembered as a ‘‘true man of the church,”’ in funeral 
services Aug. 5. 

Burial at Holy Sepulchre Cemetery followed the Mass at 
Detroit’s Blessed Sacrament Cathedral. 

The cardinal died Aug. 1 of cancer at age 80. 

The cardinal was particularly noted in Detroit for his 
efforts to promote social justice and to improve race 
relations and ecumenical and interrreligious 
understanding. ee 

The archbishop of Detroit from 1958 until his retirement 
for health reasons in 1980, Cardinal Dearden emerged 


during Vatican II, 1962-65, as one of the central figures of 
that worldwide assembly of bishops. 

He enjoyed the nickname ‘‘the unobtrusive liberal’’ 
which he gained at the council by his efforts to promote the 
council’s agenda of church reform and renewal without 
alienating the minority that opposed many of the council’s 
decisions. 

As a member of the council’s doctrinal commission, he 
had a hand in drafting and revising two of the central 
documents of Vatican II: the Dogmatic Constitution on the 
Church and the Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World. 


Father Joseph Sum 


SAN DIEGO — Father Joseph Harold Sum, CSV, died 
July 24 at the Nazareth Retirement House in Mission 
Valley. He was 67. 

Born in Rhinelander, Wis., in 1920, he attended St. 
Ambrose College in Davenport, Iowa, and The Catholic 
University of America in Washington, D.C. He completed 
postgraduate work at Loyola University, Los Angeles, and 
De Paul University, Chicago. 

He was ordained in 1948 at St. Andrew Church, 
Chicago. After serving in numerous administrative and 
teaching posts in Illinois, Father Sum came to San Diego in 
1973. 

He served as associate pastor at Santa Sophia Church, 
Spring Valley; St. Michael parish, Poway; St. Joseph 
Cathedral, San Diego; Guardian Angels Church, Santee; 
and St. Agnes parish, Point Loma. 

A memorial Mass was celebrated by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher on July 26 at St. Agnes Church. 

He will be buried at the Viatorian headquarters in 
Chicago. 


Father Paul Fetch 


SAN DIEGO — Father Paul Fetch, founding pastor of 
Holy Angels Byzantine Catholic Church in San Diego, died 
July 28 at Del Capri Convalescent Hospital, San Diego. He 
was 61. 

After completing his studies at the Byzantine Catholic 
Seminary of Saints Cyril and Methodius in Pittsburgh, 
Father Fetch was ordained in 1959. 

His first assignment was as associate pastor of St. Mary 
Church of the Assumption in Trenton, N.J. 

In 1960, he was named pastor of the newly formed Holy 
Angels Church in San Diego.

Local Polish mission gets new priest

NORMAL HEIGHTS — Bishop Leo 
T. Maher told Pope John Paul II during a 
private audience last month of the Polish 
mission in the Diocese of San Diego and the 
need for a priest to serve its some 250 
members. 

The pope looked at the bishop and said, 
“IT hope you find one,’’ Bishop Maher 
related. And that is what the bishop did, 
with the help of the local Polish community, 
and particularly Clarence J. Paderewski. 
The priest has received theological 
instruction from the pope. 

Effective Aug. 1, Bishop Maher 
appointed Father Marian Sikorski, a Polish 
priest who served in a large Polish parish in 
Chicago for the last year and a half, as 
associate pastor of St. Didacus parish, 
Normal Heights. Father Sikorski is also in 
charge of St. Maximilian Kolbe Polish 
Mission. 

Father Sikorski arrived at 2 a.m. 
Sunday, July 31. After a brief sleep, he 
celebrated Mass in Polish at 9:30 a.m. at 
the Carmelite Monastery, 5158 Hawley 
Blvd. in Normal Heights, the standard 
time and site of Sunday Mass for the 
mission, Paderewski related. 

The monastery chapel, which seats 
between 160 and 170, was overflowing with 
people standing in the aisles and outside, 
reported Paderewski, the second cousin of 
the late famed composer/pianist and first 
prime minister of Poland, Ignacy Jan 
Paderewski. 

Father Sikorski succeeds Father 
Frederick Gorka, 77, as the Polish 
community -chaplain. Father Gorka is 

recovering from a stroke that has left the

community without a priest for three 
months. 

During a trip to Chicago last month 
Paderewski, a retired San Diego architect 
and member of the Polish mission, looked 
up apriest who had once filled in for Mass at 
the Polish mission in San Diego. 

The priest referred him to Father 
Sikorski, who came out to San Diego about 
three weeks ago, celebrated Mass, and met 
with some 80 members of the Polish mission 
at a reception at Paderewski’s residence. 

They liked him and hoped he would be 
appointed by the bishop, Paderewski said. 

The priest then met with Bishop Maher 
who had just returned from his ad limina 
visit in Rome. Bishop Maher told Southern 
Cross, ‘‘I found him to be exceptionally 
qualified.”’

Father Sikorski was ordained a priest in 
Poland seven years ago, and served there 
for three years. 

In 1982 he earned a masters degree in 
theology in Lublin, Poland. He also 
received a year of instruction in theology 
from Pope John Paul II. 

He has been in the United States for 
3 1/2 years and previously served at St. 
Hyacinth, the largest Polish parish in 
Chicago. 

““We have a very enthusiastic new priest 
to serve our needs, though we are sorry to 
lose the services of Father Gorka,’’ 
Paderewski said. 

“*Father Sikorski has some good ideas’’ 
to renew interest in the mission, 
particularly among young Polish families, 
he added. 

Father Sikorski declined to speak with 
Southern Cross at this time, being a 
newcomer and thus not totally familiar with 
the mission, a spokeswoman at St. Didacus 
said. 

Though St. Maximilian Kolbe Mission 
lists some 250 members, Paderewski 
thinks its membership will double in the 
next few years. There are an estimated 
35,000 to 40,000 Poles in the San Diego 
community, and he expects that, as in 
Poland, 95 percent of them are Catholic. 

The mission is named for a Polish 
Conventual Franciscan who heroically 
offered his life at Auschwitz in place of a 
fellow prisoner. He was canonized in 1982. 


Musicians 
to become 
certified

ALCALA PARK — A two-year 
Certificate Program in Liturgical Music 
for church musicians, designed to 
“‘enliven congregations liturgically and 
musically’? will begin in September, 
according to Father Nick Reveles, 
diocesan director of music. 

The program is cosponsored by the 
University of San Diego’s Institute for 
Christian Ministry and Department of 
Fine Arts and the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. 

Although directed toward those with a 
bachelor’s degree in music or its 
equivalent in musical experience, the 
program is also open to liturgy planners, 
lectors, ushers and others involved in 
liturgical ministry, according to Sister 
Joanne Nicgorski, director of the Center 
for Liturgy and Prayer. 

“Our goal is to give musicians the 
knowledge and skills needed to help 
congregations sing the praises of God,’’ 
Father Reveles said. 

He said the program responds to the 
needs of liturgical musicians expressed in 
a questionnaire to pastors. 

Father Reveles and Sister Nicgorski 
agree on the need to certify parish 
musicians. 

“In planning today’s celebrations, 
musicians must have a sense of liturgy 
and follow the norms set out in the 
(Vatican II) documents, ‘Music in 
Catholic Worship’ and ‘Liturgical Music 
Today,’ ’’ Sister Nicgorski said. 

Courses, practicum and workshops to 
be offered during the first fall session 
include: 


e Contemporary Liturgical Docu- 
ments, taught by Father Reveles on Wed- 
nesday evenings from Sept. 7 to Oct. 5; 


~e Introduction to Liturgy, taught by 
Father Dennis Krouse, a USD religious 
studies instructor, on Monday evenings 
from Sept. 12 to Oct. 17; 


¢ The Hymnal, a workshop conducted 
Sept. 17 by Robert Thompson, concert 
organist and director of music at All Souls 
Episcopal Church, Point Loma; 


e Music and the RCIA, a workshop 
conducted Oct. 29 by Sister Nicgorski;

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Pippi— the 
adventures 
of a brat

Adults may find themselves grinding 
their teeth during The New Adventures 
of Pippi Longstocking but young 
children will no doubt overlook the 
cloying, technically cheesy parts and love 
it 


An English-language adaptation of 
Astrid Lindgren’s children’s books, this 
finds the effervescent, orphaned waif, 
Pippi (Tami Erin), adrift at sea with her 
beloved horse and monkey after a storm 
has washed them off her father’s ship. 
Her father, Captain Efraim (John 
Schuck), also -has washed overboard, 
bringing the audience respite from his 
good-natured bluster until he reappears 
safe and sound at the end of the film. 


Terminally cheerful Pippi settles in a 
rotting old house with her animal pals and 
immediately begins enticing her new 
neighbors, Tommy (David Seaman, Jr.) 
and Annika (Cory Crow), to participate 
in all manner of playful antics. Although 
most games seem to end in food or pillow 
fights, Pippi loves to clean, so she doesn’t 
let a splatter of food get her down. 


Seemingly parentless, Pippi is targeted 
by her friends’ stuffy father (Dennis 
Dugan) and the local tight-lipped social 
worker (Eileen Brennan) for life in the

local orphanage. When she finally 
channels her free spirit into saving lives 
not disrupting them, Pippi becomes the 
town’s heroine not hoyden. 

This is cutesy stuff made all the more so 
by the posturing of Erin, a freckle-faced 
redhead who looks old enough to know 
better. And Seamen and Crow as Pippi’s 
neighbor pals are simply not actors at all. 
Brennan easily steals the show in a role 
copied from the Hannigan character in 
““Annie.”’ 

Young kids, however, will no doubt love 
watching Pippi and her friends 
engaged in ice cream and pillow fights as 
well as Pippi’s strange, unexplained 
ability to flip high in the air and 


effortlessly lift weighty things. She has no 
manners, no respect for adults (especially 
teachers) and no concern for rules and 
regulations. And she refuses to go to 
school. 

This may just feed into every child’s 
fantasy of anarchy. But after a certain age 
(say, 13), audiences will find her behavior 
downright dumb and after an even more 
advanced age (say, parents) she will 
appear rude and bratty. 

The best part of this film, written and 
directed in unimaginative fashion by Ken 
Annakin, is its peppy music which would 
surely play better on records and tapes.

Graphic violence kills ‘Die Hard’ 


Bruce Willis has finally found a film 
vehicle big enough to overshadow his 
swelled head. Die Hard is this summer’s 
most exciting cartoon action-adventure 
film that will have even hard-boiled 
audiences cheering and screaming as 
Willis performs nail-biting feats that even 
amaze Willis’ character, New York cop 
John McClane. 

It may be hard at first to accept Willis 
as a pumped up, tattooed New York cop, 
but disbelief will fade fast since Willis 
needs all the brawn he can muster to 
outarm the band of cutthroat terrorists 
who have brilliantly stormed a Los Angeles 
high-rise on Christmas Eve. 

Since their hostages — one of whom is 
McClaine’s estranged executive wife — 
are simply diversions used by the 
terrorists to cover a more sinister plot, 
McClane becomes a man alone who fights 
not only the villains but also struggles to 


survive the suffocating superstructure of 
the high-rise itself. 

This is no simple-minded ‘‘Towering 
Inferno”’ clone. As directed by John 
McTiernan (‘‘Predator’’), ‘‘Die Hard”’ 
has humor and characters that at least 
attempt to transcend stereotypes. 
McClane is as surprised as his audience 
that he survives as long as he does. Willis’ 
talent with in-jokes and comic banter is 
utilized to great effect here, adding just 
enough comic relief to lighten his heavy 
load. 

Alan Rickman’s Hans, the classy 
terrorist ringleader, has a complex charm 
all his own. Bonnie Bedelia as Holly 
Gennaro, McClane’s estranged wife, is a 
high-powered executive who never loses 
her cool. And Reginald Veljohnson is 
wonderful as chubby Al, the Los Angeles 
cop who first makes street contact with 
high-rise bound McClane. The duo share 


some comical and sometimes touching 
radio pep talks. 

There is no mistaking the incredible 
intensity of this scenario, the graphic, 
casual slaughter of two innocent hostages 
and the brutal slaying of some cops, 
F.B.I. agents and the terrorists, all with 
sophisticated weaponry. However, the 
comic elements, the squashing of 
minority stereotypes and use of film 
technology to parody the ridiculously 
complex and inhuman technology of our 
times do work to lighten the intensity of 
this film. 

Unfortunately, the film is intense, 
contains graphic violence and a sense of 
menace, set within the context of a 
conscienceless terrorist take-over. It also 
has some profanity and a brief flash of 
sexual inpropriety.

Pee-wee Herman finally grows up, a little 


Pee-wee Herman has almost grown up 
for his latest big screen extravaganza, Big 
Top Pee-wee but not quite. Pee-wee 
(Paul Reubens), the pre-pubescent child- 
man who reigns over his innovative TV 
show, ‘‘Pee-wee’s Playhouse,”’ flirts with 
tricky business in his new film when he 
takes the big plunge to young adulthood. 

As crazy or improbable as this sounds, 
it works. Much more than his Saturday 
morning show, big-budgeted ‘‘Big Top’”’ 
allows Pee-wee and his director Randal 
Kleiser (‘‘Grease,’’) to create a fantasy 
world so gloriously Edenlike that Pee- 
wee’s burgeoning manhood seems to flow 
naturally from his environment. 

As master of a bucolic farm that can 
only exist in storybooks, Pee-wee opens 
the show as a gentleman farmer who has 
more than petting acquaintance with his 
barnyard menagerie. His best chum is 
bon vivant Vance, the talking pig, but the 
other animals also do well by Pee-wee. 


Kids will love the film’s. opening 
moments as Pee-wee awakens to a brand 
new day, with Vance at his side and the 
rest of his barnyard pals snug in their beds 
in the barn. The gang convenes over a 
breakfast of flapjacks (flapped by the 
animals), freshly picked fruits and 
chocolate milk squeezed from the cow. 


Pee-wee is engaged to the town’s 
beautiful schoolmarm Winnie (Penelope 
Ann Miller), who keeps him at arm’s 
length despite his boyish need to get 
closer. As chaste and comical as their 
relationship seems, Pee-wee has hotter 
things in store when he sets eyes on young 
trapeze artist Gina Piccolapupula 
(Valeria Golino) who travels with a circus 
that crashes on Pee-wee’s property. 


The circus, full of zany, classic 
performers (a wolf boy, half-man half- 
woman, bearded lady and mermaid, 
among others) and wild animals, provides 
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many colorful and charming moments as 
does Pee-wee’s attempt to master a circus 
act all his own. 


There has been much too much press 
ballyhoo about Pee-wee’s first screen kiss 
with Gina and implications of his loss of 
virginity, symbolized briefly by 
hackneyed images of erupting fireworks 
and volcanoes. The former is long but 
chaste and the latter will slide over kid’s 
heads but not be lost on adults. 

In making the transition from a bizarre 
asexual child-man to a_ heterosexual 
young man Pee-wee shrewdly broadens 
his appeal and longevity, opening himself 
up to more accessible big screen projects.

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East meets West 


at Vista parish

VISTA — Thirty-two Japanese 
exchange students are experiencing 
American life by staying with host 
families from St. Francis of Assisi parish, 
Vista. 

The Japanese students arrived in San 
Diego Aug. 1 and will leave Aug. 21. 
Enrolled at the GED English School in 
Japan, they range in age from 9 to 17 
years. 

Ann Bukovchik, director of the English 
as a Second Language (ESL) exchange 
program, said the students will be 
learning reading, writing and 
conversational English in class and by 
going on field trips. 

They will be exposed to American 
history, use of United States currency and 
American home life, said Bukovchik, 
school nurse at St. Francis of Assisi 
Schocl. 

The ESL students will attend class 
Monday through Friday, 9 a.m.-noon. 
The classes are taught by St. Francis 
teachers using ‘‘a curriculum and 
textbook specifically designed for 
academic enrichment and cultural 
appreciation,’’ explained Bukovchik. 

Students are divided into three groups 
with two teachers and two student aides 
per group. The student aides attend St. 
Francis School and were chosen by their 
teachers. 

Kristine Jaramillo, a seventh-grade 
student aide said, ‘‘It’s a_ great 
experience. I have a lot of fun teaching 
the kids. They’re really nice.”’ 

The ESL students will also participate 
in various sightseeing excursions twice a 
week. Places to be visited include Balboa 
Park, Sea World, Disneyland and Old 
Town. 

The Japanese students will be able to 
practice their language skills by ordering 
lunch at a different restaurant each week, 
said Bukovchik. 

Bukovchik also said the students will 
visit the Imoto farms in Vista where they 
can ‘‘see a third generation Japanese 
family and study the immigration of the 
Japanese to America and the assimilation 
process.”’ 

After class, students will spend time 
with their host families, an important part 
of the program, said Bukovchik. ‘“‘It is 
important for the students to stay in one 
home for the entire time to gain a deeper 
knowledge of a different culture and 
society.”’ 

Although 15-year-old Hayash Hideaki 
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said he came to America ‘‘to study 
English and play,’’ he said he likes his 
host family the best. 

The young Japanese students will also 
be exposed to “‘the Christian message and 
who we are as Christians. Hopefully they 
will attend church at least once with their 
host families,’’ said Kathleen Esper, 
director of development and an ESL 
teacher. 

Most Japanese are of the native Shinto 
religion which has no creator or 
Scripture, explained Bukovchik. ‘‘We 
will be sharing our faith by sharing 
ourselves.”’ 

Each child will keep a written journal of 
their experiences and will be given a 
videotape by Marnie Cordero, a St. 
Francis parishioner who volunteered to 
film the three-week program. 

After the first week of the ESL program 
the most prevalent problem was 
communication. ‘‘You have to remember 
which students speak better English,’’ 
said Esper. 

Fortunately, Bukovchik spent four 
years in Japan as a missionary and speaks 
fluent Japanese, enabling her to clarify 
any communication problems that might 
arise. 

Despite communication barriers, the 
teachers discovered the Japanese students 
are no differentfrom American children. 

‘*Kids are the same. They like to play 
little pranks, tease each other and laugh,”’ 
said instructor Beverly Nay. 

Based on evaluations by students, host 
families and teachers, Bukovchik said a 
decision will be made on whether to 
participate in the exchange program next 
year. 

‘“‘We’ll know how to approach the 


program more efficiently,’’ said 
Bukovchik. 

‘“We know what we can and can’t do in 
planning our curriculum,’’ added 


instructor Joanne Demmer.

ALCALA PARK — Among the 
thousands expected to witness the Sept. 
25 beatification of Father Junipero Serra 
in Rome will be hundreds of 
Californians, including some from the 
Diocese of San Diego. 

Several pilgrimages will depart from 
California between Sept. 18 and 21 for 
the beatification ceremony. 

Among the many pilgrims is San Diego 
diocesan Archivist Sister Catherine 
Louise LaCoste, CSJ. She will participate 
in a tour led by Msgr. Francis Weber, 
archivist for the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles and pastor of Mission San 
Fernando. Msgr. Weber has authored 
books on the life of Serra and on the 
California missions. 

The 40-person pilgrimage will leave for 
Rome on Sept. 21 and return Oct. 2, 
Sister LaCoste said. It will include visits 
to Assisi, Barcelona, and Mallorca, where

birthplace of Father Luis Jayme, who was 
killed by Indians in 1775 at Mission San 
Diego de Alcala. 


Sister LaCoste said she will present a 
copy of the official 1775 San Diego 
Mission death register to the archivist in 
San Juan. The book contains details of 
Father Jayme’s death, written by Father 
Serra and Father Vicente Fuster, 
associate pastor at the mission in 1775. 


Another San Diegan who will attend 
next month’s beatification is Florence 
Murphy, vice president of vocations for 
the Serra Club East, a group which 
promotes vocations to the priesthood. 


Murphy said she has planned her own 
trip. She will be accompanied by her 
9-year-old grandson Kevin Murphy, a 
student at Nazareth School, and her 
16-year-old nephew Danny Kelly, a 
student at a seminary high school in St. 
Louis. The three will leave San Diego on 
Sept. 18 and return 10 days later.

Murphy said her grandson said they 
“thad to go’’ when he learned that the 
beatification had been set. She explained 
that Kevin’s interest in Father Serra 
blossomed following their tour of the 
California missions several months ago. 


Msgr. Lawrence Purcell, rector of the 
North American College in Rome, is 
helping Murphy obtain tickets to the 
beatification Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica, 
she explained. 


Jo Ann La Gasse, a parishioner at St. 
Mary parish in National City, will 
participate in a pilgrimage led by Bishop 
Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey, where 
Father Serra is buried. 


La Gasse and some 80 others will fly to 
Rome Sept. 21 and return Sept. 28. 
Participants will attend the beatification 
Mass and have an audience with the 
pope. 

“T’ve never been to Rome before. ... 
The beatification will be a tribute to 
Father Serra’s work in California,’’ said 
La Gasse, a third-generation Californian 
who visited Father Serra’s grave at the 
Carmel Mission last weekend. 


A novice in the Secular Franciscans, 
Immaculate Conception Fraternity, La 
Gasse said, ‘‘Father Serra is a model for 
all Franciscans.’’ 


Pope John Paul II cleared the way for 
Father Serra’s beatification last 
December by approving a_ miracle 
attributed to his intercession. The 
beatification will be the culmination of a 
process that began in 1934 in Monterey. 


Individuals who have been beatified 
receive liturgical honors, but only within 
a limited sphere. For example, Masses 
may be celebrated in their honor by their 
religious orders or within their countries. 


Beatification is the final step before 
canonization. For Father Serra to be 


canonized, another miracle occurring 


after his beatification must be attributed 
to his intercession and approved by the 


pope. 


Born in 1713, Father Serra went to 
Mexico in 1749 to work as a missionary. 
He began his ministry in what is now 
California in 1769, when he established 
Mission San Diego de Alcala. He 
evangelized many Indians throughout 
California before his death in 1784.
